LESSON 52.-—BATTING 
The bat and the Grip. 

‘The selecting of the bat itself is) 
one of the importnat things in base-| 
ball. The majority of the great hit-| 
|ters in the major leagues declared ger!- | 
|ously that they hampered their hitt-! 
ing for years before they found the 
war club with which they could do 
the greatest execution, The young 
Player is apt to fail in fast company 
by selecting a bat which he fancies, | 
or with which he had success in 
slower teams. | 

The first rule is to “get plenty of 
wood,” “Pl f wood" means wood 
in the handle as well as four inches 
| from the enu bat, which is the 
proper spot with which to hit the! 
ball under ordinary conditions. The 
| weight of the bat depends upon the 
man himeelf. | 

The commenest fault of the young) 
players is to use bats with too smal! | 
| srips, and too much wood near the 
end of the bat. Only a few of the 
| gifted “free ewingers” can use a smal!
